NEW YORK, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
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A United Nations General Assem- 
bly subcommittee today approved 
basic principles of a worldwide 
arms limitation program provid- 
ing for inspection ard control 
machinery free of the Big Five 


veto. 

With unexpected speed, the 20- 
nation group went through a draft 
resolution paragraph by paragraph 
and approved the entire draft with 
only two amendments. 

After the measure .was ap- 
proved in full, the United States 
sought to add another paragraph 
providing that nothing in the 
resolution would alter or limit the 
work of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission which now is trying to 
devise world atomic controls. 

A debate on this issue was 
touched off when Soviet Delegate 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky objected to. 
jts inclusion, but most of the 
delegates felt that no major prin- 
ciple was involved and that their 
main task was completed. 

The American reservation was 
adopted unanimously, Then the 
resolution, with the reservation, 
also was approved unanimously. 

No Troops Census Provision. 
The resolution, omitting any 
provision for an inventory of 
troops and armaments, follows in 
general the compromise offered 

by Assembly President Paul-Henri 
Spaak, who also is chairman of 
the subcommittee. 

Shortly after the subcommittee’s 
action on the arms limitation plan, 
Britain called for an immediate 
world census of troops and a 
count of all armaments—including 
the atomic bomb—as s00n as an 
international supervisory commis- 
sion is established to check the 
results. The British proposal came 
as the subcommittee prepared to 
debate a resolution calling for a 
world troop census and a Russian- 
British move to include armament 
figures. 

New Arms Plan Provisions. 
The new provisions injected into 
the arms plan: 

1. Added a requirement that 
any program adopted by the 
Security Council must be ap- 
proved by a special session of 
the 54-nation General Assembly 
in addition to a stipulation al- 
ready accepted that it must be 
ratified by indiivdual U.N, mem- 
ber states. 

2. Laid down a specific condi- 
tion that any arms reduction 
program must provide for the 
control of atomic energy “to 
the extent necessary to insure 
its use only for peaceful pur- 
poses.” 

Both provisions were offered by 
Canada and accepted with little 
debate, the first by a 10 to 9 vote 
and the second unanimously.

FPSTIFIES BILBO 
AID WAS ‘FRONT 
FORCONTRACTORS 


Witness Says Senator’s 
Campaign Manager 


Acted for Group That 
Won $1,731,000 Job. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Thomas M. Robins told 
Senate investigators today that A. 
B. Friend, 1940 campaign manager 
for Senator Bilbo (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, was the “promoter” and 
“front man” for a group of con- 
tractors who won a $1,731,029 con- 
tract to build an Army air field 
at Meridian, Miss. 

Now retired, Robins is former 
assistant chief of Army engineers. 
He said that Friend appeared in 
Washington on behalf of the con- 
tractors. 

He testified at hearings by the 
Senate War Investigating Com- 
mittee on charges that Bilbo re- 
ceived many gifts, including more 
than $30, cash, from war con- 
tractors,

reported receiving threats of 
death if he testifies in the Bilbo 
inquiry. 

He named the witness as Ed- 
ward P. Terry, former secretary 
to Bilbo, 

Another witness, Douglas I. Me- 
Kay, special assistant to the chief 
of engineers, said he had heard 
“rumors” that Friend was to get 
“a $5000 cut” in the $63,175 fixed 
fee to be paid the contractors for 
their work at Meridian. McKay 
added that he had no personal 
knowledge of such an agreement. 
The testimony capped the open- 
ing session in the inquiry which 
is expected to figure in a Repub- 
lican move to bar Bilbo from tak- 
ing a Senate seat when the now 
Congress convenes in January. 
Bilbo, apparently little im- 
pressed, leaned over to the press 
table and remarked that Friend 
was “the brains” of the combine 
of four contractors which got the 
Meridian job. 

"IT know that, because he elected 
me twice,” Bilbo added.

Gangster infiltration into the 
postwar construction business in 
St. Louis, about which cities 
throughout the nation were 
warned last fall by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, is caus- 


ing alarm among legitimate con- 
tractors and decent labor leaders. 

John J. Church, for 14 years ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Building 
and Construction Trades Council, 
has resigned from that post, ef- 
fective Jan. 1, to take another 
union. job not connected with the 
construction business. 

There have been rumors that 
Church had become increasingly 
concerned over the appearance in 
recent months of known hood- 
lums, gangsters and some former 
convicts in various roles on St. 
Louis construction jobs. 

Gives Reason for Change. 

Church, however, insisted that 
the only reason for his resignation 
was that which he gave ir his let- 
ter to the officers and delegates 
of the Building Trades Council, 
read last night at a meeting at 
3107 North Grand boulevard, 

In his letter Church said: “The 
members of Teamsters’ Local 688 
recently elected me to be their 
labor conciliator for a five-year 
term. I have accepted this offer 
because I think it affords excellent 
opportunities to do a constructive 
job for these fine, upstanding fel- 
low citizens and fellow workers. 
And incidentally, I can also do 
something for John J. Church and 
his family.” 

The most notable instance to 
date of gangster appearance on a 
large construction job was at the 
new classroom building for &t, 
Louls University, where David M. 
(Chippy) Robinson and Steve 
Ryan, notorious Egan gangsters, 
were represented as partners of 
the contractors to subcontractors 
and labor union officers. 

Daily appearances on the job by 
this pair of hoodlums resulted, 
other contractors have com- 
plained, in the recruiting of work- 
men from other construction, 

Excessive Building Costs. 

A serious effect to the university 
was excessive construction costs, 
caused partly by unusual overtime 
payments to workmen, whose pay- 
rolls were handled by Robinson 
and Ryan. Some workmen were 
reported to have received as much 
as $385 in straight time and over- 
time for a week's work. A pay 
envelope containing $250 for a 
week’s time was common, men 
connected with the university job 
said, 

Other contractors, alarmed by 
the shortage of men on their jobs 
and by the potentialities of such 
a situation, addressed complaints 
to their contractors’ association 
and to the Rev. Patrick J. Hollo- 
ran, 8. J., president of St. Louis 
University. The cost-plus contract 
with the American Construction 
Co., with which Robinson and 
Ryan were associated, was can- 
celed after construction costs of 
the new building had exceeded the 
$250,000 estimate by $100,000. Over- 
time was eliminated on the job, 
which is being completed by the 
J. S. Alberici Co, 

University officials, investigat- 
ing conditions on the job before 
the contract was canceled, learned 
that some of the high-priced 
workmen were spending half a 
day in nearby taverns and that 
dice games flourished on the 
round-the-clock job. A reputable 
workman described the job condi- 
tions as “pitiful.” 

In addition to their concern 
over the manner in which the uni- 
versity job was going, some con- 
tractors based their objections on 
the fact that they had contributed 
to the university’s $2,000,000 build- 
ing fund in 1944 and did not be- 
lieve the money should be wasted.

PHOENIXVILLE, Pa., Dec. 12 
(AP) — Cpl. Chester R. Perkins, 
hopelessly blinded by a land mine 
in Germany and a patient in Val- 
ley Forge Hospital for 21 months, 
has written his first letter to 
Santa Claus— 

“If God chooses, let me find be- 
neath my Christmas tree two 
bright, shiny blue eyes—so that 
the memory of the last Christmas 
I saw may be blotted forever 
from my mind.” 

After many examinations, a 
doctor asked: “Soldier, do you 
want it straight?”

“You'll never see again.’ 

That was early in the 21-year- 
old corporal’s stay here. 

“I cried long and hard,” he said,

HOUSE REPORT 
FOR NON-PUNITIVE 
LAWS TO PREVENT 
LABOR DISPUTES 


Economic Group Headed 
By Democrat of Missis- 
sippi- Also Objects to 
‘Loose Talk of Depres- 
sion.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 12 (AP)— 
The House Committee on Postwar 
Economic Policy and Planning 
added its voice today to the con- 


gressional clamor for new labor 
legislation. i 

In its final report, the 18-mem- 
ber group called for “constructive 
-—not punitive” laws to eliminate 
labor-management disputes and at 
the same time cautioned against a 
depression psychology. The bipar- 
tisan committee is headed by Rep- 
resentative Colmer (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi. 

“There is nothing wrong with 
the country that hard work and 
resultant production will not cure,” 
the committee commented, “Con- 
sidering everything, there is no 
necessity for either a depression 
or recession.” 

“Loose talk of depression and 
business recession is unjustified 
and serves no good purpose,” the 
report said. It added: 

“A start has been made toward 
the goal of sustained high employ- 
ment, The task ahead ig to de- 
velop economic conditions which 
will encourage stability of produc- 
tive employment at a high level.” 

“Real Solution” Productivity. 

Productivity, it said, is “the real 
solution for many of the nation’s 
economic problems” and “active 
co-operation between management 
and labor” is necessary to elimi- 
nate immediately current difficul- 
ties and “avoid a recession.” 

(The United Press quoted 
Chairman Colmer ag saying that 
Congress must never again permit 
“the repetition of such unfortu- 
nate instances” as the recent Coal 
strike. “No_ economic plans:of, Con- 
gress nor the business of the coun- 
try are worth anything if the coun- 
try is to continue to be stymied 
by such paralyzing blows,” Colmer 
said.) 

Among other things the commit- 
tee called for: 

1. An end to OPA's general 
powers next Jan. 31, with rent 
controls continuing through 1947. 

2. Cutting the current 41-bil- 
lion-dollar federal budget to 30 
billions, with “some reduction” 
in taxes and the national debt. 

Byrd Against Tax Cut. 

Across the capitol, however, Sen- 
ator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, one of 
Congress’s chief economy advo- 
cates, said there should be no tax 
reduction at all in 1947. 

Byrd told reporters it would be 
“reckless” to cut taxes until Con- 


has been placed on a stable finan- 
cial basis. 

If the national income should 
drop from its present 165 billion- 
a-year level to 100 billion, he fig- 
ured, the tax yield would slump 
from 39 billion to 20 billion.

time peaks. 

This survey was made for the 
CIO by Robert R. Nathan, con- 
sulting economist and former 


leading Government economic 
planner and war agency Official. 

é Nathan réport drew the as- 
sertion from Walter B. Weisen- 
burger, executive vice president 
of the National Association cf 
Manufacturers, that it means “an 
invitation for a new round of

Weisenburger Statement. 

* statement by Weisenburger 
said: 

“The theory that wages can be 
increased while prices are held at 
present levels or lower is just as 
false now as it was when first 
promulgated a year ago.

Lewis's offer to negotiate a soft- 
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36 Others.. Trapped in 
Debris and Missing Be- 
lieved to Have Lost 
Lives—20 Injured. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
Rescue workers, digging into the 
rubble of a collapsed tenement 
building, reported today no sounds 
of life could be heard from 36 
persons, now belfeved dead, who 
were entombed when the building 
crumpled after a five-alarm fire 
in an adjoining ice house brought 
down a five-stery wall. The fall- 
ing wall caused the tenement to 
crumple. 

Eight bodies had been found in 
the wreckage earlier in the day. 

Police and _ firemen, digging 
frantically against time, removed 
four bodies from the wreckage 
and said they had sighted four 
more, Nearby hospitals admitted 
more than 20 injured. Ambulances 
were rushed to the scene and a 
first aid station was set up. 

The identified dead are Fireman 
Frank Moorehead, 27 years old; 
Anthony Biancardi, 11; Daniel 
Corrado, 25, and Thomas Phillips, 
70. All except the fireman were 
residents of the tenement build- 
ing 

Fire Marshal Thomas P. Brophy 
said the cause of the fire was not 
known. A small rubbish fire had 
been extinguished the day before 
in the ice plant at 484 West 184th 
street. 

Six children between the ages 
of four and 12 years old, who had 
played in the ice house yesterday, 
were questioned by police in an 
effort to learn whether they 
might have started the fire. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Jacob Grumet said four boys told 
of starting a fire in the ice house 
yesterday, but that it had. been 
extinguished. Grumet said he 
could not link the children with 
a second fire, a five-alarm blaze, 
believed responsible for the 
tragedy.

For years Lynch, a veteran of 
42 months in the Army, hoped to 
be placed as a teacher in the New 
York City school system. He ap- 
plied for a job and was accepted, 
but in the meantime served in 
Japan and Korea as a first lieu- 
tenant of military police.

Barnett Pulik, chairman of the 
committee which is aiding in a 
drive for wage increases for New 
York teachers, said that 70 per 
cent of the male teachers were 
taking outside employment.

Project. Raymond M. Foley was 
named national housing admfhis- 
trator. 

Ag if to emphasize that Govern- 
ment controls would be abandoned 
as soon as possible, the President 
said that Steelman would continue 
to direct reconversion activities 
when necessary; that Gen. Flem- 
ing would continue as _ federal 
works administrator, and Foley as 
head of the Federal Housing Au- 
thority. ‘ 

Also to emphasize the importe- 
ance of housing, the President an- 
nounced that he would hold a con- 
ference on this subject at the 
White House this afternoon. Those 
attending will include Allen, Steel- 
man, Fleming, Foley, Creeéedon, 
Gen, Fleming and War Assets Ad- 
ministrator Littlejohn. 

The President declined to dis

Conference on Housing. 

Truman reviewed the Housing 
situation with them in a 30-minute 
conference this afternoon.

Molotov Agrees to Lon- 
don Sessions on Ger- 
many, Austria Before 
Moscow Meeting— 


Council Ending Work.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
Paced by a new round of conces- 
sions from Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter V. M. Molotov, the Big Four 
Foreign Ministers Council ar- 
ranged to finish its peacemaking 
gessions in New York today. 

A final meeting was scheduled 
for this afternoon to clean up 
minor details of the five European 
satellite peace treaties and ap- 
prove the draft of a six-point 
agenda for the Big Four confer- 
ence in Moscow March 10 to be- 
gin work on treaties with Ger- 
many and Austria. 

In a swift-moving session last 
night, the Big Four agreed that 
prior to the Moscow sessions 
smal) nations would be given full 
opportunity to present their pro- 
posals for German and Austrian 
settlements to boards of great 
power deputy foreign ministers in 
London beginning Jan. 14. 

Due mainly to last minute 
agreement by Molotov, it was also 
decided that Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes’s proposa|s for 
sharply limiting occupation armies 
in Europe and for a 40-year Ger- 
man disarmament pact would be 
fully considered at the Moscow 
meeting. 

Molotov tentatively blocked a 
Byrnes move to invite the Chinese 
Government to participate in the 
Moscow meeting, and final deci- 
gion was due on that at today’s 
closing session, but indications 
were that Molotov’s objections 
would stand. 

Little remained to be done on 
the six-point agenda for the Mos- 
cow conference except to put it 
into final formal language. It was 
fully approved in substance last 
night and provides for these ac- 
tions at Moscow: 

1. Consideration of reports 
from the Allied Control Council 
at Berlin on German demilitari- 
gation, de-Nazification, demo- 
cratization, economic principles 
and reparations. In this connec- 
tion, Molotov assured his Amer- 
ican, British and French col- 
leagues that when the time came 
he would report fully on Soviet 
reparations removals of property 
from Germany. 

2. Study of the form and scope 
of a provisional political organi- 
zation for Germany. 

3. Preparation of a peace 
treaty with Germany including 
consideration of the work of the 
Big Four deputies in London and 
also basic directives pertaining 
to German frontiers, the Ruhr, 
the Rhineland and other ques 
tions. 

4. Consideration of the pro 
posed American draft of a dis- 
armament and demilitarization 
treaty and other measures for 
the political, economic and mili- 
tary control of Germany. 

5. Consideration of a report 
already submitted by a commit- 
tee of experts on German coal 
production. 

6. Work on an Austrian treaty. 

Controversial Point, 


There was no doubt that the 
most controversial point settled by 
the ministers last night concerned 
the appointment of deputies to 
hold the London hearings for 
small nations on Germany and 
Austria. 

Byrnes, British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin and French 
Deputy Foreign Minister Maurice 
Couve de Murville had all argued 
that the smaller nations should 
Pave a preliminary opportunity to 
state their views before the great 
powers made any decisiong on 
Germany. 

Molotov had demurred, contend- 
ing that until the four big powers 
had generally outlined their ideas 
on a German settlement, the 
deputies would not know how to 
proceed. Last night, however, he 
yielded on this point. 


Many smaller nations already 
have requested to be heard on 
Germany. They include Belgium, 
The Netherland’ Luxembourg, Po- 
land, Czechoslovakia, Brazil, Yugo- 
slavia. Denmark and the British 
dominions. 

Yugoslavia also has asked op- 
portunity to present its views on 
an Austrian settlement and now 
that the way has been opened, 
other countries probably will do 
the same. 

Paris Signing Decided On. 

The Moscow meeting in March 
and the London deputies meeting 
in January are but two of the 
international sessions decided on 
by the Foreign Ministers yester- 
day. A third, brief session was 
scheduled for Paris Feb. 10 when 
representatives of the Foreign 
Ministers and of Italy, Hungary, 
Romania, Bulgaria and Finland 
will meet to sign the five satellite 
treaties completed here. 

Byrnes and the other Foreign 
Ministers do not plan to attend 
the Paris meeting and their deci- 
zion on it yesterday left unclear 
whether the emaller Allied na- 
tions which participated in writ- 
ing those treaties at the Paris 
peace conference would be invited 
to sign them in Paris or later. 

The important point is that 
they attain legal status when they 
are signed by the Big Four and 
the former enemy states and the 
ratification process can then be 
started. This means that the Tru- 
man Administration should be able 
to send the treaties to the Senate 
in late February.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (UP)—

I have today appointed John R. 
Steelman as Assistant to the Pres- 
ident to aid me in co-ordinating 
federal agency programs and poli- 
cles. 

Mr. Steelman, assisted by a 

small staff, will also continue to 
serve as liaison between the ex- 
ecutive agencies and the Presi- 
dent’s commission on higher edu- 
cation as well as chairman of the 
President's scientific research 
board which wag established re- 
cently by executive order to report 
to the President on current scien- 
tific research programs of the 
federal government and _ steps 
needed to co-ordinate and 
strengthen these programs, 
I have signed an executive order, 
effective today, creating a new 
agency which will be known 4s 
the ffice of Temporary Con- 
trols.

Although the reconversion pro- 
has not been completed, the 
actions taken by this order in re- 
ducing the number of agencies in- 
volved in reconversion matters 
and the recent removal of price 
and wage controls materially 
lessen the need for continuing a 
separate OWMR. 

The statute under which OWMR 
operates expires June 30, 1947. Un- 
til that date most residual func- 
tions will be carried on by the Of- 
fice of Temporary Controls estab- 
lished by the order, The OWMR 
advisory board will be continued 
for some time, Its members have 
expressed to me the desire to wind 
up their work and be relieved of 
their duties at the earliest prac- 
ticable date. 

The order also terminates the 
Wage Stabilization Board (as of 
Feb. 24, 1947) and the Economic 
Stabilization Board. It re-estab- 
lishes the Office of Government 
Reports and transfers to it the 
functions of the Government In- 
formation Service of the Bureau 
of the Budget and the functions of 
the advertising and motion picture 
divisions of the OWMR., 

The order transfers the func- 
tions of the Office of Contract 
Settlement. to the Treasury De- 
partment and disposes of certain 
other wartime functions, including 
certain functions of the Wage Sta- 
bilization Board which are trans- 
ferred to the Department of Labor.

CHOSEN INTERIM 
FRENCH PREMIER 


Ends Two-Week Dead- 
lock — Bidault to Be 
Foreign Minister. 


PARIS, Dec. 12 (AP)—Socialist 
Leon Blum, 74 years old, was 
élected President-Premier today of 
the interim French Government 
which will serve until mid- 
January. His selection broke a 
two-week political deadlock during 
which France had had no govern- 
ment, 

Vote tabulators said the Nation- 
al Assembly gave Blum about 575 
ballots, almost a unanimous vote. 
He needed 310 for the absolute 
majority. 

Blum now faces the task of get- 
ting the parties to agree on a pro- 
gram, and on whether the rightist 
parties should be included in the 


Cabinet. His Cabinet, which is 
not expected to remain in power 
much longer than 30 days, will be 
occupied chiefly with voting a 
budget for the first quarter of 
1947, 

Andre Le Troquer, chief of the 
Socialist parliamentary group, 
said Blum intended to retain 
Georges Bidault as Foreign Min- 
ister. Bidault, head of the Popu- 
lar Republican Movement (M.R.P.) 
party, continued acting as For- 
eign Minister after the recent res- 
ignation of the government which 
he headed. 

Before Blum’s election, the So- 
clalist party announced that Blum 
had accepted an invitation from 
all parties to head a temporary 
“national union” government—on 
condition that he be unopposed for 
the job. His election was assured 
when Bidault’s party decided not 
to present an opposition candi- 
date. 

Previously, Bidault and Maurice 
Thorez, Communist leader, failed 
to get a majority when their 
names were put to vote in the 
assembly. 

Blum was the “Popular Front” 
premier in 1936-37 and again for 
a short period in 1938, 

Blum consented to assume the 
post despite his delicate health. 
His wife and doctor were said 
to have urged him not to accept. 
She was reported to have told the 
party chiefs he would be able to 
work continuously only a part of 
each day. 


BEVIN TOO ILL TO HANDLE UL 
TASK, LONDON PAPER REPORTS 


LONDON, Dec. 12 (AP) — The 
Communist Daily Worker, quoting 
members of a trade union delega- 
tior. just returned from New York, 
today described Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin as “so ill that. he is 
unable to move anywhere for long 
without a doctor in attendance.” 

In a special article entitled 
“Britain Is Leaderless at United 
Nations,” the, paper declared that 
because of Bevin’s condition the 
country’s delegation at the United 
Nations “really ig in the hands of 
old iine Foreign Office officials.” 

(In New York, a source close to 
Bevin scoffed at the report, de- 
claring that Bevin had not missed 
a single meeting of the Big Four 
foreign ministers council since it 
convened at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel Nov. 4.) 


U.S. AGREES TO PAY 
39.89 PCT. OF U.N. 
BUDGET FOR 1947 


Thereafter, However, America 
Will Provide No More Than 
a Third, Vandenberg Says. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Dec. 12 
(AP)—The United States agreed 
yesterday to pay 39.89 per cent of 
the $23,000,000 United Nations ad- 
ministrative budget for 1947 but 
warned that thereafter the Amer- 
icans could be counted on for no 
more than 33 1-3 per cent. 

The contribution for 1947, which 
is 10 per cent under the original 
amount asked of the United 
States, was accepted unanimously 
by a budgetary sub-committee. 

Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, told the sub- 
committee that his Government 
“under no circumstances” would 
agree permanently to pay more 
than one-third and that the higher 
figure was being accepted for one 
year only. 

“The difference between 33 1-3 
per cent and 39.89 per cent is 
voluntarily ‘assumed by us for 
1947 because we recognize that 
normal postwar relationships have 
not yet been restored and We are 
willing to accept this added, tem- 
porary assessment to assist the 
United Nations in meeting the 
emergency,” Vandenberg declared. 

The United States agreement to 
pay the 39.89 per cent will eventu- 
ally be subject to approval of 
Congress. 


ST, LOUISAN DIRECTS ROUNDUP 
OF A. W.0.L. MEN IN MANILA 


MANILA, Dec. 12 (UP)—Flying 
squads of American military police 
and Philippine civil authorities 
scoured the Manila area today in 
a concerted effort to round up an 
estimated 300 to 900 A.W.O.14 
United States Army and Navy pew 
sonnel believed loose in the city. ' 

Col. Ernest A. Kindervater, St. 
Louls, Mo., Manila provost mar- 
shal, directed the roupdup. Offi- 
cials said the drive was expected 
to net the majority of “undesirable 
military personnel now loose in 
the city.” Municipal authorities in 
14 outlying communities were co- 
operating. The roundup was to 
continue for 24 hours. 

Detailed plans for the roundup 
—first of its kind in the Pacific 
area—were mapped by Lt. Col. 
Percy R. Little, Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., commander of the 738th mili- 
tary police battalion.

TOP NAZI OFFICERS TO FACE 
AGGRESSIVE WAR CHARGES 


U. S. Attorneys Reported Planning to Pre- 
pare Individual Prosecutions at Nuernberg 
When Data Arrives From Washington.

NUERNBERG, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
American prosecutors, undismayed 
by the International Military 
Tribunal’s decision acquitting the 
German general staff, now are 
preparing individual prosecutions 
against high ranking German mili- 
tarists, it was learned today. 

Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, chief 
counsel for United States war 
crimes trials, has a staff of ana- 
lysts searching War Department 
files in Washington for informa- 
tion about Nazi Germany’s leaders, 

When these files are transported 
to Nuernberg, it was reported, a 
staff of attorneys will go to work 
preparing individual prosecutions, 
principally on the charge of wag- 
ing aggressive war. 

This charge was held by the 
tribunal, when Hermann Goering, 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, Field 
Marshal Willtelm Keitel, Col. Gen. 
Alfred Jodl and others were con- 
victed, to be a major crime punish- 
able by death. 

German field marshals and gen- 
erals who are liable to such prose- 
cution are under lock and key, 
some near Frankfurt and others 
near Augsburg. 

‘Some tentative defendants now 
are Field Marshal Karl Gerd von 
Rundstedt, leader of the Ardennes 
bulge battle two years ago; Field 
Marshal Walther von Brauchitsch, 
‘chief of staff when the Nazis in- 


vaded Poland; Gen. Franz Halder, 
former chief of staff; Field Mar- 
shal Fritz von Mannstein, and 
Field Marshal Wilhelm von Leeb, 
who were on the Russian front. 

All have been interrogated at 
length by the four-power commis- 
sion which held preliminary hear- 
ings while the tribunal was wind- 
ing up the cases against the high- 
est Nazis, 

Representative Charles M. La- 
Follette (Rep.), Indiana, will leave 
Washington tonight by Army 
plane for Nuernberg to join the 
American staff prosecuting Nazi 
war criminals, 


LaFollette, who tried unsuccess- 
fully for the Republican nomina- | 
year, expects to be in Nuernberg | 
15 to 18 months, He has been 
assigned to the prosecution of 
Nazi industrialists. 

French occupation officials have 
agreed to turn Ludwig Ambros 
over to the Americans for trial 
with other German industrialists, 
even though he still is retained bv 
the French as manager of the I. G 
Farben synthetic rubber plant in 
Ludwigshafen, American officials 
said. The French had termed him 
“indispensable.” 

Ambros has been sought In con- 
nection with the big chemical in- 
dustry’s use of slave labor from 
concentration camps,

PAY RISE WILL NOT 


PUSH UP PRICES 


CIO Chief Takes Issue 
With G.M. Head—Pre- 
dicts High Wage, Price 
Drop and Profits. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12 (AP) —~— 
Walter P. Reuther, president of 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers, disputed last night the state- 
ment of General Motors President 
C. E. Wilson that wage rises in 
the industry would bring corre- 
sponding automobile price in- 
creases, 

“The thing he forgets,” Reuther 
said, “is that in 1941 General Mo<« 


tors’ profits were 
the total factory payroll,” adding 
that this amounted to roughly 
$500,000,000. 

Wilson said in Chicago Tuesday 
that “the cost of an automobile 
is practically all wages and sal- 
aries” and that, if wages went up 
25 per cent, car prices also would 
have to be hiked 25 per cent. 

At a press conference at the 
end of a sension of the UAW In- 
ternational executive board, which 
is discussing wage demands, Rew 
ther estimated that “direct labor 
costs” were 25 per cent of a car's 
selling prices, 


Reuther’s Price Prediction. 


“There is only one way in which 
the price of an automobile can 
move-—and that’s down,” he 4 
clared, adding that he would like 
to bet that a year from now 
“prices are lower than today, 
wages are high and General Mo 
tors is making money.” 

Reuther said General Motors 
began earning profits this year 
when its output of cars was only 
half that of the 1941 production 
rate.

NOLTE AGAINST $1200 
ALDERMANIC PAY RISE 


Mayor Also Thinks It Is Too 
High—Estimate Board 
Delays Action. 


The proposal to increase the pay 
of aldermen from $1800 to $8000 
annually, which sailed through the 
aldermanic Ways and Means Com- 
mittee yesterday without a dis- 
senting vote, had rougher going 
today when Comptroller Louis 
Nolte had an opportunity to ex- 
press his opinion on the proposal 
at a meeting of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. 

The board deferred action on 
the bill until a special committee 


has an opportunity to study it and 
report to the board next Tuesday. 
Under the proposal, the salary of 
the president of the Board of Al- 
dermen would be raised from $3000 
annually to $5000. 

Nolte announced when the Dill 
came up for discussion today that 
he was opposed. Albert L. 
Schweitzer, president of the 
Board of Aldermen and a member 
of the Board of Estimate, pointed 
out that salaries of Aldermen 
have not been raised since 1914. 
“Their work,” he declared, “has 
been doubled since then.” 

“How about the comptroller and 
other city officials,” Nolte de- 
manded. 

Pointing out that city officials 
have recently received a salary 
increase of 10 to 15 per cent, Nolte 
said he thought an increase of 
about $25 a month would be 
proper for Aldermen. He thought 
Schweitzer’s salary as president 
should be increased to $3500 an- 
nually. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann ap- 
proved of the increase for the pres- 
ident, asserting that his job re- 
quires a great deal of time and 
attention. He agreed with Nolte, ; 
however, that the proposed $1200 
increase for aldermen seemed ex- 
cessive. 


The Board of Estimate and Ap-

The grand jury has eight 
women among its 23 members and 
there have been reports that the 
women and most of the male 
grand jurors were “fed up” with 
gambling conditions in St. Clair 
county as well as with civic con- 
ditions, Excessively high taxes, 
with poor municipal and transit 
services, long have irked the bet- 
ter element of the East Side com- 
munity, 

When word got around the 
county last week that there would 
be a gambling investigation, Chief 
of Police Eugene LaPere of Belle- 
ville issued orders that slot ma- 
chines were to be removed from 
the city’s taverns and amusement 
establishments, some of which 
were patronized by school chil- 
dren.

GITY DRAFTS BILL 
FOR SHARING IN 
TAKES 10 STATE 


Provides for Return of 
Part of Levies on Sales 
and Income to Counties 
and Cities. 


A proposed bill that would re- 
turn a proportionate amount. of 
sales and income taxes collected 
by the state to the counties and 
municipalities where it originated 
will be introduced in the Legis) 


ture early next year, City Coun- 
sem George L. Stemmler said to- 
ay. 

In an address before the St. 
Louis Real Estate Board, Stemm- 
ler said the bill, now being drawn 
in his office with the support of 
the Missouri Municipal League, 
would provide a rate of return to 
the counties of 5 per cent of the 
first $15,000,000, plus 10 per cent 
of the next $15,000,000, plus 15 per 
cent of the yield over $30,000,000. 

Counties would share in the 
amounts so determined in the pro- 
portion that the yield from the 
particular county bears to the 
state total, he said. 

As between city and county, a 
sum would be determined in the 
case of each city in the propor- 
tion that each city’s yield bears 
to the total county collection. Of 
this amount, the city would re- 
ceive one-half directly from the 
state’s refund and one-half would 
be retained by the county since 
the city shares in any financial 
benefits accruing to the county. 

Stemmler said that, if such a 
plan had been in effect in the 
years 1943, 1944 and 1945, the 
counties would have _ received 
$4,299,000 in the first year, $4,792,- 
000 in the second and $5,630,000 in 
the third such year. At the same 
time the state would have had a 
surplus in 1944 of $2,840,000. If 
the plan were now in effect, he 
estimated the city of St. Louis 
would be receiving more than 
$2,000,000 in 1946. 

Plight of the Cities. 

Stemmiler pointed out that the 
desperate financial plight of most 
cities and the already high taxes 
on real estate made some new 
source of municipal revenue neces- 
sary and he declared the state, 
with an announced surplus of well 
over $30,000,000, could well afford 
to refund some of the sales and 
income taxes now collected, He 
said a sufficient margin was left 
the state to build up an adequate 
reserve against unforeseen con- 
tingencies.

The decision against calling up 
the housing bill today was an- 
nounced by Speaker Howard El- 
liott of the House of Representa- 
tives after conferring with spon- 
sors of the measure, twice beaten 
in the House, Supporters were not 
certain they could round up the 
76 votes necessary to assure pas- 
sage.

Thompson to Be Speaker. 

Representative Murray E. 
Thompson of Marshfield; who will 
become House Speaker after the 
new legislature convenes Jan. 8, 
said today the House leaders hoped 
to “hold legislation to a minimum,” 
and to wind up the 1947 session in 
90 legislative days.

NATHAN REPORT - 
OVER-ALL STUDY

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12— The 
Nathan report holding that indus- 
try can increase wagég from 21 
to 25 per cent without increasing 
prices will be distributed to all 
CIO unions and used as a “guide- 


post” in their efforts to obtain a 
second round of wage increases, 
CIO President Philip Murray said 
late yesterday. 
Murray ‘made it clear, however, 
that the report by Robert R, Na- 
than and Associates was an over- 
all study of the wage, price and 
profit position of industry and it 
did not necessarily follow that its 
conclusions would be applicable to 
any particular plant or industry. 
For instance, Murray said, the 
Steel Workers’ Union, which he 
heads, is making an independent 
study of that industry and in its 
negotiations will be guided by the 
facts as they pertain to that par- 
ticular business, 
The CIO’s purpose In engaging 
Nathan, former chairman of the 
Planning Committee of the War 
Production Board and later dep- 
uty. director of the Office of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion, 
was to set before the bar of public 
opinion a study of the country’s 
economic situation made not by a 
labor union but by an independent 
research organization engaged by 
a labor union, Murray said. 

Says U.S. Faces Two Choices. 

Nathan, more explicitly in in- 
formal discussion of the study 
with reporters than in the con- 
clusions of the study itself, ex- 
pressed the conviction that the 
country faced only two choices to 
correct what he termed the un- 
sound imbalance between wages 


stantial wage increases without 
price increases, 

A third possibility, general price 
reduction, he dismissed as not to 
be hoped for. 

Nathan maintained that an in- 
crease of 23 per cent was required 
to bring real weekly earnings 
back to the January 1945 level, 
and said the level of corporate 
profits in industry would support 
a 25 per cent rise in wages with- 
out reducing the return on net 
corporate worth below the 1936-39 
standard, after taxes. The in- 
crease which manufacturing in- 
dustries could support on that 
basis he placed at 21 per cent. 

This could be done, he said, 

without any further increaseg in 
productivity, and without any fur- 
ther expansion in volume, 
“We are referring to economic 
realities attainable with industrial 
peace at the close of 1946,” he 
added. “No doubt, overtime, fur- 
ther increases in productive vol- 
ume, in labor efficiency and in 
profits are attainable. It is per- 
fectly possible for business, under 
such a healthy development, to 
grant wage increases of this mag- 
nitude, stabilize prices, and 
achieye substantially ‘arger prof- 
its that we have indicated.” 

Nathan's conclusions didnot 
stand for long without challenge. 

At the press conference at 
which they were presented, George 
Terborgh, representing the Ma- 
chinery and Allied Products Insti- 
tute, took issue with validity of 
Nathan’s calculations. 

Terborgh said the ratio of prof- 
its to national income, about 10 
per cent, was not out of line with 
the long-term trend and neither 
was the ratio of profits to sales, 
a little less than 6 per cent, 

He thought it unfair to take 
the 1936-38 period as a base in 
talking about profits because that 
was a “never-never land” when 
the country was gbetween a de- 
pression and recovery. 

Granting that the ratio of prof- 
its to corporate net worth, about 
9 per cent, might seem high, Ter- 
borgh said this comparison was 
distorted because capital assets 
generally were carried at prewar 
prices and their stated value 
would be much more on a replace- 
ment basis.

Radio Industry Board Advises 
Delay in Commercial 
Operation. 


— 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
The Radio Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation said today in a report that 
two color-television methods 
backed by rival broadcasting 
groups “have about the same ulti- 
mate possibilities.” 

However, an accompanying re- 
port from a panel of the Radio 
Techaical Pianning Board sug- 


gested that “from a_ technical 
standpoint” additional tests should 
be made before either system is 
established on a commercial basis. 


The recommendations were sub- 
mitted to the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission by David B. 
Smith, chairman of the Radio 
Manufacturers’ Association tele- 
vision committee and also a mem- 
ber of the planing board's televi- 
sion panel. The FCC is conduct- 
ing a hearing on a petition from 
the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem for immediate opening of a 
wave band for commercial color 
television. 

C.B.8S. officials have testified 
their color transmission method, 
known as the sequential method, is 
ready for the public. 


The Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica and the National Broadcasting 
Co., with a method known as si- 
multaneous transmission, contend 
it will be several years before 
color television “can be of service” 


to the public, 

The association report ‘said that 
“in general on a theoretical basis 
both systems (sequentia] and si- 
multaneous) have about the same 
ultimate possibilities with respect 
to color picture transmission and 
reception.” The. report added it 
did not take economic considera- 
tions into its study. 

C.B.8. has contended the eco-

Christmas’ Concert on Air

DETROIT, Dec. 12 (UP)—A De- 
troit radio station today bowed to 
an order from the Detroit local of 
the AFL American Federation of 
Musicians and agreed not to 
broadcast a concert of traditional 
Christmas music by the orchestra 
and chorus of a city high school. 


James F. Hopkins, president and 
general manager of station WJBK, 
said Jack Ferentz, business repre- 


sentative of the local, warned the

Ferentz told members ofthe De- 
troit Board of Education and radio 
station representatives that the 
concert was a paid affair and that 
the musicians’ union was opposed 
to high scnoor students “compet- 
ing” against union members.

Spalding estimated that, as of 
Nob, 15, about 70 percent of the 
surplus goods in warehouses main- 
tained here had been inventoried.

caused first reports to list the 
disaster as an explosion. 

The pile of debris from the tene- 
ment building was as high as the 
second story. One part of the 
tenement was flattened, the other 
wrecked by the force of the col- 
lapse, which virtually sheared the 
building in half. 

Blood plasma units were avail- 
able at the scene. Priests from a 
nearby parish clambored over the 
debris to administer last rites as 
two derricks bit into the wreck- 
age. 

Police pulled from the wreck- 
age Joseph Poper Jr., 9 years old. 
He had cried and shouted until 
help reached him. He said his 
brother and sister still were 


trapped. 


Nick Sloan, 29, also was pulled 
out alive. He guided his rescuers 
by shouting and throwing stones 
and rubble. His wife, brother 
and two little daughters still were 
missing. 

Emergency Rescue Crews, 
Special emergency crews tearing 
at the wreckage with bars, picks 
and bare hands came across the 
remnants of gaily wrapped Christ- 
mas packages, holly and bits of 
tinsel, 

One priest, the Rev. Dawd Rea, 
climbed a ladder to reach a broken 
body and gave last rites. He also 
saw the legs and feet of two 
others protruding from the 
wreckage. 

Mayor William O’Dwyer rushed 
to the scene and promised an in- 
vestigation. Crowds watched res- 
cue efforts from nearby rooftops 
and police roped off nearby 
streets. 

Among those listed as missing 
were a mother, Mrs. Edith Dirica, 
$1, and three children, Charles, 12, 
Margaret, 5, and Mary, six months. 

The collapse came 15 minutes 
after the fire broke out at 12:10 
am. Charles Whitecroff, nearby 
resident, said it “felt like an 
earthquake” and was followed by 
‘terrible screaming of children.”

‘Prosecutor.

NEW MADRID, Mo... Dec. 12— 
Prosecuting Attorney James V. 
Conran of New Madrid county, 
who has been recommended by 
United States Senator Frank P. 
Briggs for appointment as United 
States District Attorney, must rely 
on his standing as a successful 
rural political boss rather than on 


wide legal experience for the ap- 
pointment. 

Politically he is in an advan- 
tageous position, He has been an 
ardent follower of the Pendergast 
machine in the support of its can- 
didates, particularly of President 
Truman in his 1940 contest with 
former Gov. Lloyd C. Stark for 
the nomination for United States 
Senator. 

He supported Briggs for the 
senatorial nomination in the. pri- 
mary year, and received Briggs’s 
indorsement. e President has 
the power to appoint him regard- 
less of the nature of a report of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, which for several weeks has 
been conducting an investigation 
of his public and private life. 
Such inquiries always are made by 
the FBI when applicants for fed- 
eral judgeships and attorneyships 
are under consideration, 

Reports of FBI investigations 
are held closely ‘confidential. 
Usually, but not always, a Presi- 
dent refuses to make an appoint- 
ment in the face of an adverse 
report. Sometimes the desire to 
pay a political debt takes prece- 
dence. 

Rules County Politically. 

Conran has ruled Democratic 
politics in New Madrid county, 
the only kind here, for 15 years. 
Politicians down here cannot re- 
call his ever having’failed to carry 
the county for his slate of candi- 
dates by substantial majorities. 

He works at the job of politics 
at all times. <As prosecuting at- 
torney since 1931 he has been 
known as a practical politician 
but also as a successful prosecu- 
tor. Since he controls the politics 
of the county, his friends fill all 
the county offices. 

Conran was not an original sup- 
porter of Truman. He opposed 
Truman’s nomination and carried 
the county against him when Tru- 


man first ran as a Pendergast- 
selected candidate for Senator in 
1934, Conran then was just com- 
ing to political power and had 
not made the alliances in state 
politics he now enjoys. That year 


J. Cochran for Senator and car- 
ried New Madrid county for Coch- 
ran over Truman by 1172 votes. 
From then on, however, the Pen- 
dergast candidates were the Con- 
ran candidates, 
Stark, who broke with Pender- 
gast later, carried New Madrid 
county in 1936 by a majority of 
3127. James V. Billings won it 
for Supreme Court Judge in 1938 
by 1630. In 1940 Truman had a 
majority of 2058 for Senator. In 
1942 Lloyd King had a majority 
of 6838 for Superintendent of 
Schools. In 1944 Roger T. Ser- 
mon had a lead of 2269 ever Don- 
nelly for Governor, In 
Briggs had a lead of 4083, getting 
92 per cent of the votes in the 
Democratic primary. 
Close Friend of Clark. . 

Conran was a close personal and 
political friend of former Senator 
Bennett Champ Clark, and ‘Was 
his devoted supporter. In 1940, 


Clark and Stark, the Clark and 
Pendergast organizations decided 
to prevent the selection of Stark 
as a delegate-at-large to the Dem- 
ocratic national convention, Con- 
ran was to lead the fight against 
Stark in the state convention. He 
became so steamed up about it 
that Clark and the Pendergast 
forces had difficulty in calling 
him off when they decided at the 
last minute that an anti-Stark 
fight in the convention would be 
bad politics. 

. Even after the decision, Conran 
insisted that he intended to go 
ahead “on his own,” but finally 
agreed to play the game accord- 
ing to the rules laid down by the 
big boys. 

At the national convention in 
Chicago, Conran, a delegate from 
the Tenth district, delivered a vio- 
lent speech in opposition to the 


for Vice President. At the time 
he was said to have been put up 
to it by Clark 

Conran was admitted to prac- 
tice in the United States District 
Court in 1927, three years after 
his admission to the bar in Mis- 
souri. However, he has had little 
if any practice in the federal 
courts. In act, his practice has 
been largely confined to that 
growing out of his position as 
prosecuting attorney. 

He is absent from his office 
frequently; in fact, he generally 
is there only two or three hours 
in the morning 

Gamblers Not Molested. 

It was common knowledge for 
years in Southeast Missouri that 
professional gambling games, 
some of them on a big scale, op- 
erated in New Madrid county 
without interference from the 
prosecuting attorney or other 
county officials of his political 
machine. Stakes running up to 
$40,000 or $50,000 were not unusual 
in games in which wealthy cotton 
planters participated 

About a year ago the games 
were closed and there seems to 
have been no organized profes- 
sional gambling in the county 
since then. At the time the High- 
way Patrol was preparing to be- 
gin an investigation of gambling 
there. :

Rents on commercial buildings 
in Clayton, particularly those fac- 
ing the courthouse square, have 
made spectacular advances in the 
last six months because of the 
sho of acceptable quarters 
for retail shops and stores, 


Advances of 50 to almost 300 
per cent have been noted recently 
as more business firms compete 
for the limited espace in the busi- 
ness district of the county seat. 


The Courthouse Annex, now oc- 
cupied by overflow departments 
of the county government, was 
reated three years ago for $640 a 
month. When negotiations were 
opened recently, for renewal of 
the lease on Jan. 1, the owner of 
the two-story stucco building on 
the northeast corner of the square 
told the County Court he would 
have to have $1200 per month. 
Negotiations are still proceeding. 

A tavern operator on the north- 
west corner of the square said 
his rent of $305 a month had been 
raised last April to $610 after the 
owner had taken a part of the 
tavern space and converted it into 
an additional] store, The tavern 
operator is planning to put up 
his own building as soon as pos 
sible. 

Two small retail stores on the 
square reported even greater in- 
creases. One of them had its rent 
increased from $85 to $205 a 
month while the increase on the 
other was from $55 to $160. 

A barber who had been paying 

$50 for his quarters near the 
square built a place of his own 
when the landlord asked him for 
$175. 
With retail trade booming and 
with larger St. Louis stores open- 
ing branches in Clayton, the com- 
petition for commercial space has 
become frantic and landlords are 
setting their own priceg to a large 
degree. The Office of Price Ad- 
ministration has no jurisdiction 
over commercial! rents and the sky 
is the limit until building catches 
up with the demand.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
Calvin K. Snyder of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
told Senators today that tenants 
would accept up to a 15 per cent 
rent increase if they received a 
year's lease. 

Snyder testified before the com- 
plaint subcommittee of the Sen- 
ate Small Business Committee 
that his organization had put the 
question to its member boards in 
157 cities in 36 states. 

Boards in 96 per cent of the re- 
porting cities answered that the 
tenants would accept the increase 
on that condition, he said, adding 
that “every city of over 50,000 
population answered ‘yes’ to this 
question.” 

Snyder said his organization 
does not favor outright lifting of 
rent controls at this time, but 
does believe that an increase of 
up to 15 per cent should be per- 
mitted. 


Wants All Curbs Lifted. 


Joseph Meyerhoff, president of 
the National Association of Home 
Builders urged the removal of all 
federal housing restrictions, as- 
serting: “Only by building a great 
surplus of houses in all price 
classes, but particularly rental 
housing, can we bring down the 
ultimate cost of a home.” 

H. E. Foreman, representing the 
Associated General Contractors of 
America and the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, said both 
organizations favor immediate 
lifting of all Government controls 
over construction, 

Snyder testified earlier that such 
action would bring a “decided in- 
crease” in homebuilding within six 
months, 

Snyder said the survey disclosed 
that “the complexities of Govern- 
ment regulations, price ceilings 
and rent control on new residen- 
tial construction and a universal 
lack of materials” are all factors 
in retarding building of homes.

Reasons for Anti-U.S. Feeling 
In London; More Daring British 
Foreign Policy Would Dispel It 


Communist Mistrust of America, Others’ 
Fear of Rise of Imperialism Result of 
Failure to Understand Will to Peace 
and Labor’s Growing Political Power.

T would be a mistake to leave unnoticed the wave of anti-Ameri- 
can emotion that is now,so widespread, if not in England gener- 


ally at any rate very widely in 


London. It received a pretty full 


¢xpression in the debates on the Anglo-American loan. It was very 
noticeably the thread of major importance in the recent amendment 


on foreign policy to the address put down by the Labor rebels. 


is clear background to the discussion on the recent agreement for 
economic unity between the American and British zones in Germany. 
It seems to have a number of jin fact a mixture of ignorance 


sources. Part of it derives from 
the Communist conviction, not 
shared by Generalissimo Stalin, 
that imperialist America is bound 
sooner rather than later to come 
into conflict with Communist Rus- 
sia and that Britain has already 
either become or is on the way to 
becoming a junior partner in 
America's determination to de- 
stroy Russia. 

Part of it is the outcome of the 
wide agreement in outlook be- 
tween Britain and America over 
Poland and Romania, Spain, and 
Portugal, and the place of Russia 
in the Mediterranean and the Mid- 
die East. 

We are told that we have ab- 
dicated to American pretensions 
in the Far East and that in U.N. 
generally, but especially on its 
Security Council, we merely sup- 
port the American policy, We are 
supposed to play second fiddle to 
America over the question of Ger- 
many’s future. 

Our economic dependence on 
America is said to lead to a politi- 
cal subordination which leaves us 
fettered to a policy which is cer- 
tainly not Socialist and generally 
not desirable. 

To the critics, America has be- 
come a vast sprawling giant intent 
on asserting its own power and 
determined to drag us in its wake 
as a dependency to be strate- 
gically and politically exploited. 

Germs of Misunderstanding. 

I believe that this outlook con- 
tains the germs of a tragic mis- 
understanding it is desirable to 
arrest before it goes any further. 
That there are Americans anxious 
-to wage a preventive war against 
Russia in the near future, I do 
not doubt. That there are too 
many Americans who hate Eng- 
land and would like to push it 
into a place of secondary import- 
ance, I do not doubt either. 

I agree further that grave im- 
perialist possibilities are implicit 
in the American economy and that 
it raises issues which need to be 
carefully watched, I think, too, 
thet the germs of its monetary 
agreements with us have been 
hard and in their commercial im- 
plications unreasonably hard. 

I doubt also whether enough 
Americans understand what many 
aspects of their policy, the sudden 
termination of lend-lease, the door 
shut on the loan to Czechoslo- 
vakia, the ceaseless press attacks 
on Russia, the often rather haugh- 
ty contempt for our mangled con- 
tinent, look like from this side of 
the Atlantic. With a little inge- 
nuity it would not be difficult to 
write an article in the manner of 
James Russell Lowell on “a cer- 
tain condescension in Americans.” 

Yet I think this anti-American- 
tem is very largely misconceived 
because it is based on a grave lack 
of perspective. 

American Will to Peace. 

First of all, it wholly and seri- 
ously underestimates the depth of 
the widespread American will to 
peace—one of the outstanding 
characteristics of the American 
people ever since their foundation 
as an independent nation. 

Secondly, I think it widely ex- 
aggerates the extent of American 
hostility to Russia as well as its 
intensity. 

Those who fee) this hostility are 
very vocal and it would be unwise 
to underestimate their power. But 
the counter-attack is formidable 
and the American masses have 
not been in the least convinced 
that Russia is a menace they 
should attack while there is time. 

Nor. as I think, does this anti- 
American feeling take anything 
like enough account of the extent 
to which the advocates of Amer- 
ican expansion, political, strategic 
or economic, are looked upon with 
suspicion in their own country. 
There is a vivid awareness that it 
is important to prevent the gen- 
eral staffs getting grandiose no- 
tions in their head. There is a 
great deal of conviction that the 
big need for America in the next 
decade or so is not horizontal but 
vertical expansion, The growing 
political strength of labor must 
be taken into account; it is gen- 
uinely and consciously anti-imperi- 
alist and would act as a serious 
check upon any moves in that di- 
rection. 

Muddle-Headedness. 

A good deal, moreover, of Amer- 
ican policy that in Europe is treat- 
ed as Machiavellian duplicity is 
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and of muddle-headedness. 

I think this is true of much of 
American policy in Germany, 
where Mr. Byrnes’s aims at. Stutt- 
gart were grotesquely out of pro- 
portion to the way and timing of 
their announcement. It is true of 
their policy in southeastern Eu- 
rope and in no small degree even 
of China and South America. 

And a large allowance must be 
made for the sheer bewilderment 
of the highly extroverted Ameri- 
can at the secretive and torturous 
diplomacy of the Russians. If the 
Kremlin lifted the censorship on 
news and its bar on travel, I ven- 
ture the guess that perhaps une- 
half of the present difficulties 
would disappear in 12 months. 

I thought the American terms 
for the loan were hard, I think 
the internal American situation ac- 
counted for much of their hard- 
ness and the omnipresent fear of 
another great depression for some- 
thing more of it. There are groups, 
like the Irish, who still retain the 
historic core of their hatred for 
Great Britain. There are others, 
like the Jews, who have been ren- 
dered gravely troubled by our 
largely indefensible policy in Pal- 
estine. j 

That has affected many people 
who would normally be naturally 
friendly to Great Britain. More, 
the essential American opinion is 
most friendly still and eager to 
remain so. 

There are business groups hos- 
tile to our Socialist government, 
but I know of no evidence that 
they have the power to disturb 
the general desire for mutual good 
will. And I have seen at first 
hand how much the experience of 
war has done to dispel the historic 
suspicions of young soldiers, not 
least from the Middle West. Es- 
sex and Devon, Hereford and Wilt- 
shire have done wonders in pro- 
viding an antidote to Col, Mc- 
Cormick’s poison. 

Time For Extra Wisdom. 

Nor must we forget that it is 
as natural for the United States 
to enjoy its sense of overwhelm- 
ing predominance as it is for us 
subconsciously to resent the loss 
of our historic role as leader. It 
was Emerson who said in one of 
his real moments of inspiration 
that this country has a good deal 
of that extra wisdom which en- 
ables it to see a little more clearly 
than others on a cloudy day. 

This is certainly the time for 
that extra wisdom. But if it is 
going to be shown we need more 
daring and more experimentalism 
in the realm of foreign affairs. 
We need to deal with living re- 
alities and not with dead ghosts 
or abstract concepts. When we 
have begun to do that this illusion 
of American hostility will prove, 
I think, as bogus as most generali- 
zations of the kind, 


POLISH GOVERNMENT SAYS 
PRIESTS BACK OPPOSITION 


WARSAW, Dec. 11 (Delayed) 
(AP)—A Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man told reporters today that 
priests were making use of Cath- 
olic Church pulpits in Poland to 
support the opposition National 
Peasant party of Vice Premier 
Stanislaw Mikolajczyk in elections 
to be held Jan. 19. 

The spokesman. Brig. Gen. Wikot 
Grosz, said “the clergy of this 
country is 99.1 per cent supporting 
Mikolajezyk’s P.S.I. (National 
Peasan party) but the pulpits are 
barred to all other parties.” He 
said that the church was not fol- 
lowing President Boleslaw Bierut's 
reéent advice that it should adjust 
itself to new conditions in Poland. 

A high church dignitary said the 
church was keeping out of poli- 
tics and had not advised people 
how they should vote. He said the 
Government had adopted a “most 
unfriendly attitude” toward the 
church, 


TWO U.S. CORRESPONDENTS 
IN GREECE TURN UP SAFE 


ATHENS, Dec. 12 (UP) — Two 
American correspondents, Robert 
Vermillion of the United Press 
and John Phillips of Time and 
Life, who had been reported miss- 
ing in central Greece, left Trik- 
kala by jeep today for Larissa. 

Fear for the safety of the cor- 
respondents was quieted by a re- 
port from the Trikkala police 
chief to the Ministry of Public 
Security.

Army, Navy Both 


Have Pressed Their 
Armament Research 
Since War’s End. 


By ELTON C. FAY 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP) 
A WIDE assortment of top- 


drawer American military 

secrets, besides the atom 
bomb, conceivably might be re- 
vealed if the United Nations calls 
for a census of armaments as well 
as troop strength. 


While the whole issue bogged 
down again in New York last 
night, it was recalled that the 
British had suggested asking each 
nation for “full particulars’ on 
armaments of different categories 
as well as armed forces.” This 
presumably was intended to em- 
brace naval as well as land and 
air armaments. 


The United States Navy, the 
world’s largest, developed ships, 
materiel and methods during and 
since the war well in advance of 
some possessed by other powers. 
Particularly, it went to the fore 
in aircraft carrier development 
and now operates the largest, fast- 
est and most heavily protected 
ships of that type, the 45,000-ton 
Midway class. 


American designers are known 
to have been working for months 
on improvem.nts to the submarine 
fleet, including studies of new 
propulsion equipment, torpedoes 
and underwater detection meth- 
ods. In the ordnance field, the 
Navy already has ordered modifi- 
cation of several fighting ships for 
experiments with guided missile 
batteries. : 


Both the Army and Navy have 
made guarded disclosures that 
their studies of bacteriological 
warfare have produced satisfac- 
tory results in the laboratory. The 
implication is that American mili- 
tary science is certainly abreast 
if not ahead of other powers in 
the know-how of conducting war 
against men, animals and plants. 


The Army’s Chemical Warfare 
Corps, while directly concerned 
with the germ warfare program, 
has given prime attention to new 
chemical toxics and to methods 
for combatting such attacks, 


The Army and Navy, inde- 
pendently and through joint or- 
ganizations, currently are pushing 
research in the guided missile and 
rocket field, in improvements of 
radar and counter-radar methods 
of detection and in automatic fin 
ing large-caliber guns. 


Also, the United States has pio- 
neered in the use of heavy bom- 
bardment aviation, advancing 
since war’s end to the huge, long 
range B-35 and B-36 bombers. And 
this country is vieing with Brit- 
ain for leadership in jet-propelled 
aircraft directed at supersonic

V-2 ROCKET SETS DISTANCE 
RECORD OF ‘ABOUT 100 MILES’ 


LAS CRUCES, N.M., Dec. 12 
(AP)—The impact point of a Ger- 
man YV-2 rocket fired at White 
Sands proving ground last Thurs- 
day has been sighted from the air 


“about 100 miles north” of the 
launching site, Lt. Col. Harold R. 
Turner, commanding officer, an- 
nounced yesterday.

URPRISINGLY little attention has been devoted to the startling 
recent developments of Soviet policy, possibly because they have 
been so surprising as to create a certain bewilderment among 
Yet the facts remain, 


Two weeks ago, Secretary of 


State Byrnes and Foreign Minister Bevin were steeling themselves 
for a final showdown, in the growing conviction that the Kremlin 
did not want the council of Foreign Ministers to prepare European 


peace treaties. 


Now, after a long series of Soviet concessions to the 


western point of view, the Italian and Balkan treaties are all but 


ready for signature. 


Still more important, only a 
fortnight ago no expert admitted 
the possibility of real progress on 
atomic energy control. Today 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov 
has publicly indorsed international 
inspection, the first yreat stum- 
bling block, and has disavowed 
any desire to cripple the control 
organization with an internal veto, 
the second obstacle to be sur- 
mounted. In fact, the betting is 
now even that the Soviets will 
sign a report of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission calling for the 
Baruch - Acheson - Lilienthal - Op- 
penheimer control plan, These de- 
velopments demand interpretation. 

The point which the American, 
British and French experts now 
debate is whether there has been 
“a change,” or a “modification” or 
a simple “tactical shift” in Soviet 
policy. 

Perhaps the best summary of 
the middle view was given by one 
whose trained judgment has been 
more than usually successful in 
reading the Soviet riddle, 

Middle View Stated. 


He said: “A modification, a 
pretty important modification, of 
Soviet policy began some time ago. 
Its importance at first escaped 
attention because the man who 
executed the old policy, Molotov, 
is still on deck to carry out the 
new policy. His surface methods 
have not altered. Indeed he al- 
ways tries whether the old policy 
won’t work before applying the 
new policy. 

“All this has been deceptive. Re- 
ports from Moscow now suggest, 


however, that Molotov may assume 
the premiership, in which case 
his replacement as Foreign Min- 
ister by a more neutral figure will 
make the policy change far more 
apparent. But whether the change 
is for the long run, or is a mere 
temporary maneuver, no one can 
Say today. We must wait and see.” 
The serious discussion of the 
possibility of Molotov’s replace- 
ment is an index of the intense 
speculation which is going on, 


Motives to Replace Molotov. 


The arguments in favor are 
simple. The Kremlin has a way 
of changing men when it changes 
policies, as Molotov succeeded 
Litvinov. The Soviet Union can- 
not hope to reap the full benefits 
of its new policy as long as Molo- 
tov, who has earned the enmity of 
every western leader, continues 
to be its chief negotiator abroad, 
but as to this point there is no 
semblance of agreement. In 
truth, agreement is only to be 
found on the reasons for what the 
Soviets have done, 

All assert that one impelling 
cause is the Soviet Union's inter- 
nal economic weakness, which is 
so severe that early recovery will 
be impossible. All add that the 
second cause is the resistance en- 
countered by the Kremlin in all 
the situations where concessions 
have been made already or seem 
to impend. 

There cannot be much doubt as 
to this second cause, which proves 
the underlying Byrnes contention

Suggestions About Wildlife 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

E. Sydney Stephens, chairman of the 
Missouri Conservation Commission, ex- 
cepts to complaints about raising fees. 

The increased cost in licenses may be 
justified to pay 200 game wardens. If 
the number of licenses has increased 50 
per cent, the receipts have done the 
game, but game and fish have not in- 
creased though the taking limit has re- 
peatedly been cut down. 

There are more deer and beaver (the 
latter wholly protected) but fewer quail 
and rabbits. Turkeys are nearly extinct. 
Wolves, coyotes, foxes and hawks have 
increased by hundreds, destroying nests 
and young. In the Ozarks foxes hole on 
nearly every farm and prey On farmers’ 
poultry and pigs. 

There is strong resentment among 
many people, even nonsportsmen, against 
the present set-up. It is too far away 
from them. There is too much spying. 
Two hundred field staff agents may tell 
people what to do but they won't do it. 

The “practical, effective method of 
game and fish management” mentioned 
by Mr. Stephens is not explained, so we 
don’t know what it is. To say wildlife 
depends on soil is to repeat what has 
been known for centuries. 

Artificial propagation of game fish is 
not a howling success. There are hun- 
dreds of streams, natural habitat of 
game fish, with plenty of food, that 
could be leased and closed for this pur- 
pose. That would beat all artificial 
methods. 

Farmers should be paid for crops de- 
stroyed by deer. Favorably located 
farmers now make small sums leasing 
lands to deer hunters but most of them 
do not. 

Gigging, seining, spearing, many-hook 
artificial minnows should be abolished. 
If all game fishermen were limited to 
the use of one pole, line and hook, held 
in the hands, there would soon be fish 
for all to catch. This is basic. But the 
commission will not do it. 

Apparently more faith is put into ar- 
rests than co-operation. There are so 
many minor regulations and changes 
one cannot remember and obey. Person- 
ally I have little faith in minute regu- 
lation or prosecution as a protection to 
game. There must be a broader and 
more friendly approach, It is cheap, 
short range, and will work.

Corrupt and Content 


There was a time when the gambling industry 
of East St. Louis and St. Clair County discreetly 
closed its doors when a grand jury investigation 
was under way, or when heat was turned on 
from other quarters. This is not so today, Though 
it was announced Tuesday that the grand jury 
intends to look into gambling and graft, the 
joints remain wide open. 

At Roy Bowman's emporium, several hundred 
suckers were on hand yesterday to bet on the 
ponies; while others bucked the dealer at black- 
jack, fed the one-armed bandits, or consulted 
the house football odds on forthcoming bowl 
games. Vic Doyle’s “Ringside” is still closed 
down (Vic evidently does not want to enter into 
a profit-sharing agreement with the boys from 
Cicero), but Mulepole Fritz is operating full tilt 
and the policy and slot machine rackets are do- 
ing business as usual. 

What with the current political set-up, the 
East Side mobsters figure they have nothing to 
fear. Since the gambling industry furnishes 
campaign expenses for most men elected to 
public office, a very tight alliance exists between 
the mobsters and officials. Moreover, so far as 
grand juries are concerned, it is easy to place 
“sleepers” on such bodies—men who are in- 
debted to the bi-partisan gang that runs St. 
Clair County and who can be depended upon to 
vote against indictments. 

Even in Belleville, where the grand jury is 
sitting, calm confidence prevails. Chief of 
Police LePere, when word got around that it 
was going to look into-gambling, ordered slot 
machines removed from the city’s taverns and 
amusement places, some patronized by school 
children. But the order was evidently shrugged 
off as merely a mild suggestion, and the slot 
machines continued to operate. What's an East 
Side Police Chief, anyway? Everybody knows 
that Police Inspector Sweeney of East St. Louis 
personally escorted Vic Doyle's consignments of 
money from the bank to “Ringside” to keep it 
from being hijacked by the Capone mob. Very 
cosy arrangements between the officers of the 
law and East Side gamblers and hoodlums are 
taken for granted. 

So East St. Louis and St. Clair County—cor- 
rupt and content—go their way undisturbed by 
the sessions at Belleville. The mobsters over 
there just don't believe in miracles—such as en- 
forcement of the law by their official stooges. 
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City Hall Checks on Hotel Hazards 


Spurred by hotel fire disasters elsewhere, the 
Board of Public Service has ordered 17 St. Louis 


hotels to show cause why their permits to oper- | 


ate should not be revoked for failure to comply 
with fire prevention regulations. Hearings are 
set for next week. There are two apartment 
hotels on the list, the Branscome and the Saum. 
None of the large downtown or West End hotels 
is cited. 

This vigilance is what the ssente of St. Louis 
and the visitors to the city have a right to ex- 
pect month in and month out at the City Hall, 
The rule of safety should be applied without 
respect to a hotel’s size or clientele. Lack of 
sufficient exits and other safeguards can make 
a firetrap out of a hotel like La Salle in Chicago 
just as easily as it can turn a river ward flop- 
house into an inferno. 
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The Cartel Is RENAE C 

The extent to which cartels have come to in- 
fluence the terms of business activity in the 
United States is shown in striking percentages 
in a new research survey, ‘Cartels in Action,” 
just issued by the Twentieth Century Fund. 

Approximately 87 per cent of mineral prod- 
ucts, including oil, 60 per cent of agricultural 
products and 42 per cent of manufactured prod- 
ucts came under some degree of cartel control 
immediately before the war, the report said. 

Some of these cartels are obstacles to the 
reasonable freedom of trade which United States 
policy has sought in successive steps at Dum- 
barton Oaks, Bretton Woods and San Francisco. 
Some are not, The Twentieth Century survey 
makes an excellent distinction by identifying 
some as “‘defensive”—that is, designed primarily 
to cure a sick industry. Such a cartel, it says, is 
that in sugar. Other cartels are “aggressive,” 
meant only to lessen or stifle competition for 
the greater profit of the seller. Such cartels, 
according to the survey, are those in aluminum 
and electric lamps. Still other cartels started as 
defensive and became instruments of economic 
aggression, like those in nitrogen and rubber. 

The vast extent to which American business 
has become cartelized is evidence that in pro- 
moting the reasonably free trade which is the 
economic hope of the postwar world, a good 
place to begin is at home. The United States 
Government should know about every cartel ar- 
rangement, written or verbal. It should limit 
cartels to those operated for defensive purposes, 
outlaw the aggressive cartel, and see that pacts 
of defense do not turn into acts of aggression. 
Only by such realistic methods can we make 
the cartel the subject of our national and for- 
eign policy instead of the irresponsible master. 


What “Yellow Dog” Means 

Walter Lippmann says that John L. Lewis in- 
sulted Judge Goldsborough’s Federal Court by 
describing its order as “the Administration's ‘yel- 
low dog’ injunction.” 

Lewis also engaged in an out-and-out misap- 
plication of the term “yellow dog,” as the union 
chief himself knows. The term came into com- 
mon use in labor circles in the ’90s to stigmatize 
workers who agreed in writing on obtaining em- 
ployment, not to join a union while in the com- 
pany’s pay. Workers who signed such agree- 
ments became known as “yellow dogs” and the 
contracts they signed were termed “yellow dog 
contracts.” 

Supreme Court decisions in Adair vs. the 
United States (1908), Coppage vs. Kansas (1915) 
and the Hitchman. case (1917) all upheld the 
right of employers to exact such contracts. Fol- 
lowing these precedents got Circuit Judge John 
J. Parker into trouble with labor leaders when 
Herbert Hoover. nominated the North Carolinian 
for the Supreme Court in 1930. But public sen- 
timent took a hand and, in 1932, the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act declared such contracts against 
public policy. The Wagner-Act provided rein- 
forcement. 

Since there is nothing in Judge Goldsborough’s 


order which in any way touches on a miner's 
right to be a member of a union, the term “yel- 
low dog” is utterly without meaning as used by 
Lewis. He employed it for its smear value and 
that alone. 
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The Daylight Saving Issue 

The movement to repeal daylight saving col- 
lapsed yesterday after a public hearing, when 
the Legislation Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen voted unanimously to shelve a proposed 
ordinance to that effect. Moving picture inter- 
ests; however, may bring the question to a pop- 
ular vote in the primary election next March. 

It happens, though, that two careful polls of 
public opinion have been taken this year and the 
results indicate a very strong public sentiment 
for daylight saving. Last spring, the Post- 
Dispatch conducted a poll which showed that 
70-odd per cent of those caring one way or an- 
other favored daylight saving. A poll conducted 
by local radio stations from Nov. 27 through 
Dec. 1 gave very similar results. Of 7632 
persons interviewed, 3878 or 50.8 per cent were 
in favor; 2106 or 27.6 per cent were opposed; 
1648 or 21.6 per cent did not care “one way or 
the other.” Of those who had an opinion, ap- 
proximately 64 per cent were in favor. 

One phase of the daylight saving issue is a 
conflict between business interests. Brokerage 
houses, other firms doing business with the East, 
radio stations and so on find daylight saving ad- 
vantageous. Movie companies and others find, 
to the contrary, that it hurts business. The same 
is true of the Municipal Opera, but, President 
Lashly of the Municipal Opera Association did 
not think it proper to oppose daylight saving, 
since recreational groups think it beneficial. 
Daylight saving is also opposed by railroad 
workers and others who have to arise early, 
since it deprives them of one of the coolest 
hours of sleep, 

Park Commissioner Baumes thinks daylight 
saving important to the city recreation program 
and for the prevention of juvenile delinquency. 
He is supported by the Municipal Athletic Asso- 
ciation and the American Legion, who want day- 
light saving for their expanding recreation pro- 
grams. A large segment of the general popula- 
tion welcomes an extra hour of sunlight for pic- 
nics, games and so on. 

Because the weight of public opinion seems 
in favor of daylight saving, the aldermanic com- 
mittee properly refused to pass the measure. If 
the movie interests want to press for a definite 
test of the polls next spring, no one can quarrel 
with such a democratic test. But the result 
seems foreordained. 
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Bernard Shaw’s hiss Slip 

There is something steadying and reassuring 
in a news item from London. It is that the 
London Daily Worker has rejected a contribu- 
tion from George Bernard Shaw on the ground 
that it is not up to the newspaper's standards. 

Most publications would eagerly print any- 
thing from the pen of Mr, Shaw on the ground 
that his name was fully up to their standards. 
And most people whose literary road is paved 
with rejection slips would consider this an un- 
toward state of affairs. Where, they would ask, 
is justice? 

Well, there it is, right there, in that rejection 
slip to Mr. Shaw, with the compliments of the 
London Daily Worker. G. B. S. can turn out a 
poor piece of writing just like anyone else. When 
he does, he deserves what other people get. So 
he got it, and the editor’s in his sanctum, and 
nothing is es. scesenmioared wrong with the world,

An Old Racket Reappears 


An old racket in the Missouri Legislature is 
out into the open again. Some of the lawyer 
members are making use of their official posts 
to cause continuation of cases in which they 
are counsel. Indeed, there is agitation for de- 
laying the formal adjournment time of the pres- 
ent session long enough to insure that present 
continuances will carry past the date of the con- 
vening of the next session, Jan. 8. 

All this is possible because of a state statute 
which requires a Judge to grant a continuance 
if a lawyer files an affidavit saying that his re- 
quest for delay is due to his service as a member 
of the Legislature. It is a thoroughly bad law, 
demonstrated to be so by instances in which 
members of the Legislature have been engaged 
as counsel merely for the purpose of delay. 

The Legislature as a whole does not deserve 
the black eye which this racket gives it. In the 
next session, non-lawyer members should join 
with those lawyer-members who stand above 
this practice to take the law off the books. If 
a lawyer-member is in honest need of a reason- 
able continuance because of legislative service, 
almost any Judge would strive to be accommo- 
dating. It must gall many a court to grant de- 
lays based on the present flimsy excuse. 
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In view of Wilson Wyatt's experience with 
housing loans, maybe they’d as well rename that 
agency the Reluctant Finance Corporation, 
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Through the Hoops on Chestnut 

To read about the light controls on the Chest- 
nut-Lawton reversible one-way thoroughfare, 
one might expect utter confusion. What seems 
so complicated in words, however, may work 
out in practice. At least, the police were pleased 
with the way most motorists took to it. 

Not that the Rube Goldberg who invented the 
controls wrought perfectly. Contrary to what it 

ys, “Stop When Signal is Off or Flashing” 
means stop, but then proceed. “Right Turn Only 
on Red Arrow” says wait for the red arrow

What Do the Russians Read? 


The eons 
Public » Re 


That famous “iron curtain” is really a grille with fine mesh, writer 
says; Soviet Union disguises benefits of outside world while striving 
to catch up; Russian newspapers play to official tune; people read 
English classics, but all contemporary literature is well screened. 


Mark North in Everybody’s, London 


Recently, Russians were discouraged from 
dipping into the adventures of Sherlock 
Holmes, a Moscow newspaper solemnly 
atating that the famous detective “diverted 
attention from the social contradictions of 
capitalistic society.” 


This pronouncement raises an important 
question. Just what does the average So- 
viet citizen read about the other countries? 

If you talk to a Russian about England, 
for example, he is almost certain, after a 
while, to smile broadly and say: “Mwi 
ochen lyubim Dickens!” (“We are very 
fond of Dickens”), There .have been 14 
editions of “Oliver Twist” and 11 of “Dom- 
bey and Son” within the last few years. 


Among other English authors popular in 
Russia are Shaw, Wilde, Byron, Wells, 
Scott and Galsworthy. Editions of these 
can never keep pace with the demand. The 
government literary publishing house is not 
limiting itself to established favorites 
either. In the near future the Soviet reader 
is to have for the first time “Wuthering 
Heights” and “Jane Eyre” (in editions of 
50,000), Samuel Butler's “Erewhon,” some 
poems of Keats, and Chaucer's “Canter- 
bury Tales.” 


“Unideological” Literature 


But when we come to authors of this 
generation the position is different. Priest- 
ley is the only contemporary English au- 
thor who can be said to be really well 
known in the Soviet Union. The Irish play- 
wright, Sean O’Casey, is known a little. 
Some of Somerset Maugham has been trans- 
lated, but his play, “The Circle,” was sin- 
gied out some weeks ago for special con- 
demnation in the new drive against “un- 
ideological” literature and “foreign filth” 
which the all-powerful Communist party 
has launched. 

There is the rub, and it is a political one. 
It is not just a matter of keeping away 
from the public books which are in any 
way anti-Soviet—though that is one of the 
most important jobs of the Soviet censor. 


Foreign books give a picture of life as 
it is lived today—a life which is, in most 
respects, better provided with good things 
than is life in the Soviet Union, laboring 
desperately to catch up with the West. 
While the catching up process is going on, 
it will not do for the Soviet citizen to read 
about such things. 


The Soviet’s Big Problem 


What does the Soviet redder learn about 
foreign countries from his own press? The 
back page of his newspaper, which has 
four pages and sometimes more, is given up 
to foreign news. Communiques from in- 
ternational conferences, the text of trea- 
ties, etc., are generally given complete. 


Speeches by Molotov or other Soviet dele- 
gates are reported fully; those by foreign 
delegates much more briefly, as a rule, 


Generally speaking, the foreign news 
shows every sign of being carefully select- 
ed, and the similarity of such items in all 
the papers shows that the selection is made 
at some central point before they go to 
the individual editors. News is emphasized 
or played down, in accordance with Soviet 
policy. 

The Soviet reader understands perfectly 
well that certain matters are intended to 
be stressed in this manner. He knows in 
a vague sort of way that Britain, America 
and some other countries are materially 
better off than the Soviet Union, though 


they are supposed to suffer badly from un- 
employment and social injustice, 

Whether he was in the Red army or not, 
the Russian knows of the higher standard 
of living which the Red army discovered in 
Germany, Austria and Czechoslovakia. 

It is this contrast which makes one of 
the Soviet Government's biggest problems. 
The U.S.S.R. is a stricken country, and par- 
ty discipline must be tightened up while 
reconstruction goes on; factory and labor 
discipline must be strengthened; eyes must 
be directed inward on the greatness of Rus- 
sia and not on the world’s “fleshpots.” 


An Appetite for Sports 


During the war journalists of the caliber 
of Quentin Reynolds and John Hersey re- 
ported war news from Moscow. No compar- 
able Soviet journalist ever reported war 
news from Britain or America, 


To this absence of news about foreign 
life there are two important exceptions— 
sport and science. The Soviet appetite for 
sports news is vast and increasing, and it 
ia fed by means of one sporting weekly 
and some odd corners in the dally press. 


For science one has to go mainly to the, 


aecientific and technical journals, There 
are nearly a thousand of them in the So- 
viets. Information from abroad gets a reg- 
ular place there, though not a large one. 


Science and Propaganda 


But in the ordinary press Soviet science 
and technology are stressed almost to the 
exclusion of all foreign items. Soviet de- 
velopments of foreign inventions is so em- 
phasized that an average reader might 
easily get the impression that penicillin, 
for example, was a Soviet invention. 


If we are to understand Russia's position 
properly, it is important to note that in- 
formation about foreign countries is not 
completely barred in Russia. It would not 
be true to speak of an iron curtain, Dut 
rather of an iron grille with a fine mesh. 


This mesh is not quite so fine as it used 
to be. Occasional English or American 
films circulate throughout the Soviet 
Union and spread information about life in 
Britain or America. But the grille will not 
open out, and reveal a broader prospect of 
the world outside Russia’s zone of influ- 
ence, until conditions in the Soviet Union 


have changed radically for the better. 


OOMPH IS ENGLISH 


From the Milwaukee Journal. 

We are pleased to note in recent dis 
patches that England’s great minds are 
maintaining the traditional open attitude 
about our language. 

One of the charms of English is that it 
has borrowed from many tongues—ancient, 
medieval and modern, Greek and Latin, 
Germanic and Celtic words enrich the lan- 
guage. The English-speaking peoples have 
reached far afield, even to India and Ara- 
bia for terms in common use, 

It is therefore in keeping with a great 
philological tradition that an English Judge 
has embraced “oomph” into the language 
and ruled that a derivative thereof — 
“oomphies”—may properly be registered as 
a trademark, 

With this contribution, America can 
proudly take its place along with Old High 
German, Icelandic, Gaelic and the other 
noble tongues, We have given “oomph” to 
English. 
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Ego In Microcosm 


THE SHORT STORIES OF DOSTOIEVSKY. (The Dial 


Press, New York.) 

The “Slavic temperament” has been per- 
haps the most publicized of any national 
characteristic (“Celtic humor” and “British 
fortitude” notwithstanding). A good meas 
ure of that publicity stems from the uni- 
versally read “Brothers Karamazov” and 
“Crime and Punishment.” Those two great 
novels gave us the Russian as irrational 
and brilliant, tragic and gay, sensitive and 
cruel—in short a man of moods, of contra- 
dictions, of fascination. 

Dostoievsky’s short stories are his longer 
works in microcosm. The complexities of 
the ego which obsessed the Dostoievsky of 
“The Brothers Karamazov” and “Crime and 
Punishment” are also his preoccupation in 
these stories. His own introversions again 
become conspicuous in his heroes. The in- 
ner chaos, the hidden neurosis, the sub- 
liminal turbulence of Dostoievsky himself 
are projected into his characters and from 
there generalized into Slavic myth. 

* ? . 

Of the four eminent Russian writers of 
the nineteenth century—Gogol, Turgenev, 
Tolstoy and Dostoievsky—Dostoievsky alone 
spent his life in poverty. The others, mem- 
bers of the land-owning aristocracy, were 
creatures of comparative comfort. Dos- 
tolevsky had an impoverished childhood, a 
10-year exile in Siberia as a political prison- 
er, and a continual struggle to meet his fi- 
nancial obligations. That some psychologi- 
cal abnormalities should result is not at 
all strange. 

Both the mental and the physical ills are 
found in his stories. “The Landlady,” long- 
est of the stories, has for its hero a young 
student, a recluse who is plunged into emo- 
tional turmoil by an unexpected contact 
with outside affairs. In this case, young 
Ordynov kneels beside a beautiful woman 
at church and feels a “vague, insufferable 
pain” which makes him “scarcely con- 
scious.” He follows her to her home and 
seeks lodging there. Having rented a room 
from the elderly mystic with whom she 
lives, he becomes ill. The extreme sensitiv- 
ity of the young man, his recourse to ill 
ness, his delirious dreams all suggest the 
author himself. 

* - > 

“A Faint Heart” deals with a youthful in- 
trovert whose frustrations center in a love 
affair. The young clerk, one Vasya, re 
nounces his engagement in a masochistic 
orgy of inferiority feelings. His “faint heart” 
takes recourse to dreams and delirium in 
the way that has become typical. 

Disappointment in love is also the theme 
of “White Nights,” another tale of a lonely 
youth unable to meet the demands of nor- 
mal social intercourse. This story is less 
gloomy however, than the longer ones and, 
together with “An Honest Thief” and “Mr. 
Prohartchin,” occasionally relaxes into 
humor. The humor is a bit macabre to be 
sure. With Dostoievsky, anguish is always 
an undercurrent to joy just as a sort of 
ecstasy is implicit in his tragic momenta. 
Like the almost simultaneous laughter and 
weeping of hysteria, his moods fantastically 
intermingle. 

Dostoievsky is the “Slavic temperament.”

That is behind the timid ap- 
proach to the budget for the com- 
ing year which is now being put 
together. Each department is 
coming in with its estimate of 
how much mohey it needs. And 
each department head is being 
told that he must cut and cut and 
cut again to meet the Republican 
economy drive. 

This is considered good strategy 
by those in the White House who 
fee] the President should demon- 
strate that he can get along with 
Congress. Thus, it is argued by 
the master-minders, the President 
will take the wind out of the Re- 
publican sails. That was the strat- 
egy behind the dismissal of Wilson 
Wyatt as Housing Expediter. 


A Timid Strategy. 


But there are serious dangers in 
this strategy, as some bolder souls 
have pointed out. First is the 
very practical consideration that 
the Republicans are bound to do 
some cutting regardless of how 
much the Democrats have pared 
the candle-ends in their budget. If 
these cuts are made on top of the 
cutting already done, then the ex- 
ecutive branch of the Government 
may find itself seriously embar- 
rassed for funds. 


While department heads do 
some wishful padding when they 
go to the Budget Bureau with their 
estimates, they are presumably 
responsible men Who are not in- 
terested in throwing money out 
the window. They know that they 
will be called up to Capitol Hill 
to defend their requests. 


The “Master-Minders.” 


To telkthese men that they must 
arbitrarily cut off so much here 
and so much there is dangerously 
short-sighted. If there is one 
thing the Truman Administration 
can do in the next two years, it is 
to build up a record. It can stand 
up and be counted for what it be- 
lieves to be right regardless of 
how unpopular those views may 
be with the G.O.P. 

The President thas frequently 
demonstrated that he can stand 
up to an unpopular decision when 
the issue is put up to him. The 
policy .of “don’t look now but 
there's that Republican Congress” 
seems to originate with the mas- 
ter-minders rather than with Mr.

MOBIL LIBRARY SOO 
FOR COUNTY SCHOOL 


All Area to Be Served Ex- 
cept 9 Cities Now Having 
Libraries. 


Execution of plans for mobile 
library service to schools and 
other centers in St. Louis County 
will get under way shortly after 
Jan. 1, when funds become avail- 
able under the 10 cents on the 
$100 valuation tax approved by 
voters last April, Stewart W. 
Smith, county librarian, told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

Purchase of two bookmobiles, 
two truck-trailer library units 
and several “booketerias,” or self- 
service units, has been authorized 
by the County Public Library 
Board, headed by Mahlon B. Wal- 
lace- Jr. Smith said it might be 
several months before the book- 
mobiles would be received, but he 
hoped that the first self-service 
unit, of several hundred books, 
would be in operation at one of 
the outlying high schools by Feb.

Area to be served by the library 
will include all of the county ex- 
cept nine cities which already 
have tax-supported libraries, These 
are Clayton, University City, Web- 
ster Groves, Kirkwood, Maple- 
wood, Richmond Heights, Brent- 
wood, Ferguson and Valley Park. 

Due to the large area to be 
served, Smith said, preesnt plans 
call for a small central library, 
with the emphasis on mobile 
equipment to’ distribute books to 
outlying high schools, grade 
schools and shopping centers. 

Bookmobiles ‘will make short 
stops to give out and receive 
books, while trailers will serve as 
mobile branch libraries, stopping 
at key points for periods up to 
several days. Smith is consider- 
ing also establishing “booketerias” 
in stores in various’ shopping 
centers as a means of encouraging 
the greatest possible circulation 
of books. These units would be 
serviced daily by library’ person- 
nel, 

Smith, who has been on the job 
since Oct. 15, now operates the 
library office in an unused class- 
room at Normandy High School, 
but plans to move to larger quar- 
ters after Jan. 1. Assisting him 
is Miss Ruth T. Manlove, who 
served in Navy hospital libraries 
during the war and formerly was 
on the St, Louis Public Library 
staff. 

Income from the library tax, 
estimated at $200,000 a year, will 
permit employment of a staff of 
30 or 40, in addition to purchase 
of books, vehicles and other equip- 
ment, the librarian said. 

“All we've been able to do so 
far is plan,” Smith said, “but as 
soon as the money is available 
we will start rolling.”

Wants Assurances. , 
During the last year France, 
like Russia, has opposed economic 
unification of the four zones of 
Germany or the creation of cen- 
tral administrative organizations. 
Couve de Murville said France 
‘was not opposed in principle to 
such policies but need as a pre- 
requisite to acceptance of them 
‘assurances that they would not 
|prejudice the future political or- 
| ganization of Germany. He indi- 
‘cated France nevef had received 
such assurances, 

Couve de Murville, like Ameri- 
can. experts on Germany, on the 
eve of adjournment of the New 
York meeting of the Big Four, 
was extremely pessimistic about 
the length of time it will take to 
draft the German treaty. He 
talked in terms of years rather 
than months and pointed out the 
15 months it had taken to com- 
plete the preliminary treaties for 
re-establishing peace in Europe. 

Views on. Frontiers. 

He took advantage of the press 
conference to re-state French 
views on the future frontiers of 
Germany. He said they were: 

1. The Saar—“We are asking 
nothing except economic union 
of the Saar with France.” 

2. The Ruhr—“In the future 
we want the Ruhr to work not 
just for Germany to build up 
German military potential. We 
want it to work for all of 
Europe, It should be placed. 
under some international organ- 
ization and controlled separate- 
ly from Germany.” 

3. The Rhineland—‘“We think 
the left bank of the Rhine 
should not be an integral part 
of Germany. We want a special 
regime for this area, especially 
from a military point of view, 
and we anticipate occupation— 
French. or Allied—of it for a 
very long time.” 

4. Germany’s eastern borders 
—He said France was not con- 
sulted on the preliminary agree- 
ment at Potsdam to cede every- 
thing up to the Oder river to 
Poland and that France would 
make its views known on this 
issue at the Moscow meeting. 

Backs Small Nations, 

Couve de Murville advocated a 
far greater voice for the little na- 
tions in the German talks than 
they have had on other treaties. 
He said they must have a right 
to do more than just state their 
views. 

“As we go to Moscow,” he said, 
“we must bear in mind that the 
German peace treaty is the nub 
of the question of the future 
peace of Europe, The great ques- 
tion is will Germany be in the fu- 
ture what it was in the past or 
something different. Will we have 
another German empire—a 
Deutsches Reich — a centralized, 
nationalistic, expanding Germany? 
Or is it possible to have a Ger- 
many which will be as prosperous 
as possible but not centralized, 
militarized or nationalistic? 

“All measures that would turn 
Germany back to the old 
Deutsches Reich must be avoided 
if we are to avoid having another 
war.”

The AFL United Mine Workers 
health and welfare program, fi- 
nanced by a tonnage royalty, is 
expected to amount to $25,000,000 
at the end of this year. About 
$60,000,000 is estimated as _ the 
1947 total. 

The CIO United Auto Workers 
intend to ask in their next wage 
négotiations for a similar program 
which would collect about $48,000,- 
(000 a year. 

If the CIO United Steel Work- 
ers follow suit, their insurance 
plan will take in abaut $40,000,000 
annually. 

Employers to Pay For It. 

In each instance, employers 
make the full contribution. Coal 
operators pay 5 cents a ton roy- 
alty into the UMW kitty. The 
auto workers want to assess em- 
ployers on the basis of 3 per cent 
of the gross earnings of workers. 
John L, Lewis is understood to 
want his royalty increased to 10 
cents a ton, his original demand’ 
on the operators last year. 

At 5 cents a ton it is estimated 
that the miners’ welfare fund 
will amount to $150,000,000 net in 
five years and in 10 years it will 
run up to about $450,000,000. 

About half of the annual $60,- 
000,000 contribution is expected to 
be paid out in health, retirement, 
disability and hosiptal bene“its in 
the first five years. After that it 
is estimated that income from the 
continually mounting principal 
will take care of benefit payments. 

Billion for Lewis’s Men. 

If Lewis should win his 10-cent 
tonnage royalty demand, his fund 
could amount to about one billion

Caught by Ice 


on Fishing Trip 


By EDDY GUMORE 

MOSCOW, Dec..12 (AP)—A dis- 
patch from Astrakhan, at the 
mouth of the Volga, said today 
that all the hundreds of fishermen 
in more than 1500 vessels trapped 
for many days in the frozen shal- 
lows of the Caspian Sea: had been 
rescued, 

The dispatch to the Communist 
party newspaper Pravda gave no 
figure on the exact number of 
fishermen, but with that many 
vessels there must have been up- 
ward of 3000 men. They were 
trapped late in November. 

The mass rescue was accom- 
plished without loss of life. One 
of its features was a trek of many 
miles across the ice by 287 fisher- 
men. The dispatch said more 
than 500 packages of food and 
warm clothing were dropped to 
the trapped men by planes. 

Authorities had expressed par- 
ticular fear about the fate of nine 
missing men, but they steamed 


into port yesterday aboard the 
ship Papanin. Three days ago, 18 
others reached shore under their 
own power, guided by planes. 
The flying brothers, Pavel and 
Andrei Osipov, worked long hours 
aiding the trapped men, often fly- 
ing through snow and fog. 
Several of the larger boats of 
the fleet were sunk but they have 
been saved. The most spectacular 
work of this type was reported 
done by workmen going beneath

people, such as the psychotic or insane. We had several 
¢courses on how to diagnose and treat such demented patients. 
But what I want right now ig the psychology of the normal 
person, the average citizen. I have just recently opened an 
office in a city of 15,000 population, and I need some applied 
pspchology. 

“Because of professional ethics, I cannot advertise myself 
except by a formal little announcement sent through the 
mail. I am a modern, scientifically trained physician and 
surgeon, but how can I get people in my town to know me? 
How bring them into my office? I’ve introduced myself to the 
leading banker and some of the druggists and have called on 
the other physicians in town. But I need patients. 


“At present I haven't enough (0 keep the wolf from the . 


door. Can you suggest some ethical type of salesmanship for 
a professiona] man to employ, Dr. Crane?” 


THE PHYSICIAN, Oe , ve have a specialized 
type of selling which rarely confronts other individuals, They 
must somehow get the information around their city that they 
are beginning to practice. In smal] towns the painted shingle 


is of moderate help, but in larger city office buildings, even the .- 


ol4 time shingle doesn’t work. How can the young profes- 
sional] man in a small rear office on the fifth floor of the 
bank building, let his public know that he is eagerly waiting 
for their patronage? 

A good wife is of excellent assistance to a young profes- 
sional man, for she can legitimately praise her husband’s 
ability whereas it would be counted as egotism if he tried to 
boast of himself. Indeed, many an introvertive dentist or 
physician or lawyer has been able to make a success in the 
community because of the socia] attractiveness of his gracious 
wife. Being introvertive, however, such a husband often doesn’t 
realize that his wife is largely responsible for hig growing 
clientele. 


RUBBING intel wait «4 number of his fellow 
citizens is an excellent policy especially through the Boy 
Scouts or Y. M. C. A. and religious work in the community. 

- The young professional man can often obtain desirable 
recognition if he has a hobby, such as singing or piano playing. 

When he has patients or clients in the office, moreover, he 
must remember that people like to see what they pay for. And 
they like to have some sales arguments to support their doctor 
of dentist in case somebody questions their judgment. 

~ Clients demand specific items when they eulogize their 
doctor. So he should let them use his dental mirror and see 
the filling or inlay which he has just completed. Or he should 
give them a look through his microscope at germs, blood cor- 
puscles or renal casts. The microscope is the modern fra- 
tétnity badge for scientific physicians, 

Let a patient see a urinalysis performed, or if the young 
dector is not rushed, let him take time out to explain the 
mechanism of the blood pressure apparatus. And always ask 
the young couple if they wouldn’t like to listen to the fetal 
heart tone on one of their prenatal visits,

HE idea that good popovers 

can be baked only in a heavy 

cast fron or aluminum muffin 
pans just won't stand up under 
test. One only has to try using 
ordinary muffin tins to find that 
they too will do the job well. 
There does seem an advantage in 
having the tins hot when the bat- 
ter goes in and there is a definite 
need for having a very thor- 
oughly beaten batter and baking 
it in a very hot oven for the first 
few minutes to produce sufficient 
steam fast enough to cause the 
popovers to rise up above the rim 
of the cups and bulge over and 
upward to give the “poped over” 
effect, The last part of the baking 
at a lower temperature dries out 
the inflated popover so that it will 
have a crisp crust and pricking it 
a few minutes before removing 
from the oven helps it to dry out 
more from the inside and make it 
stand up as a hollow delicious 
shell, ; 


Popevers. 

One and one-fourth cups all- 
purpose flour; one-half teaspoon 
salt; one teaspoon sugar; one cup 
milk; two eggs, beaten. 

Combine al] ingredients in mix- 
ing bowl and beat vigorously with 
rotary beater for four ' minutes. 
Have popover pans, muffin tins or 
pottery or glass custard cups 
thoroughly heated and -lightly 
greased. Pour batter into hot cups, 
filling about half full, bake 15 
minutes in a hot oven (475 de- 
grees F.); then turn oven down 
to moderate (350 degrees F.) and 
bake 15 to 20 minutes longer until 
very crisp and golden brown. 
Puncture to allow steam to escape. 


: Sliced bananas on 
cereal, popovers, 
acrambled eggs. 

Luncheon: Cream of mushroom 
soup, appleraisin and _ turnip 
salad, buttered toast, chocolate 
cookies (bought). 

Dinner: Corned beef hash with 
poached eggs, spinach augratin, 
lettuce with horse radish dressing, 
rye bread and butter, creamy 
lemon sherbet. 

Soften one teaspoon unflavored 
gelatin in one tablespoon cold 
water for five minutes. Add three- 
fourths cup sugar and one-eighth 
teaspoon salt to one and one 
fourth cups milk, scalded and stir 
until dissolved; cool. Add one- 
third a strained lemon juice and 
one-eighth teaspoon grated lemon 
rind, preased firmly, and pour into 
a freezing tray of the refrigerator 
and freeze to a mush. Stir and 
fold in one-half cup stiffly-beaten 
cream. Return to refrigerator and 
freeze until firm. Four servings.

Be Overdone, 
Doctor Says

HE body, like man himself, 
was made for action and when- 
ever it is forced into more or 
less complete inactivity it is sure 
to suffer. This is just as true in 
sickness as it is in health. To be 
sure, there are numbers of ill- 
nesses which demand a period of 
strict bed rest, but it is just as 
important not to continue this 
regime beyond the time it is need- 
ed as it is to enforce it when it is. 
In tuberculosis of the lung, for 


instance, nothing is more essen-** 


tial than absolute rest whenever 
there is fever, cough, marked loss 
in weight, or night sweats. But 
when the patient is in good nu- 
trition and practically free of the 
symptoms mentioned above, com- 
plete inactivity may only increase 
the dangers of this age disease, 
x * 


IT NOT ONLY means a loss of 
muscle strength and a disturbance 
of the working of the various 
healthy organs of the body, but it 
also increases the patient’s fear 
concerning his condition. 


Thus, according to Dr. Harry 
A. Bray of New York, the patient’s 
resistance is lessened because he 
is being physically and emotion- 
ally undermined. 


In treating patients with begin- 
ning tuberculosis, Dr. Bray sug- 
gests that they be put to bed dur- 
ing the first two weeks of ob- 
servation. The rest in bed is lim- 
ited to prevent any harmful ef- 
fects. From the beginning, pa- 
tients who have no symptoms are 
allowed to get up to go to the 
bathroom and to meals. 


After this initial period of two 
weeks, the patient is allowed to 
rest on an open porch for several 
weeks, and then begins to have 
exercises out of doors for periods 
verying from five minutes to two 
hours. In addition, the patient is 
assigned little jobs that take from 
five minutes to an hour to com- 
plete. The entire period of treat- 
ment is about seven to nine 
months.

IN 57 OUT of 67 patients who 
had had tuberculosis of the lungs 
for less than a year, the results 
of this treatment were quite fa- 
vorable. Of 360 other patients, 
97 had previously been in bed for 
an average period of four months. 
The results obtained in this group 
of 360 patients were about the 
same whether the patient had had 
previous treatment with rest in 
bed or not. 

Of course, just how much activ- 
ity may be permitted in patients 
with lung tuberculosis depends 
upon the severity of the condition, 
The doctor makes a careful study, 
including an X-ray of the chest, 
and then he can determine the 
amount of exercise that may be 
allowed. 

The important point is that long 
periods of bed rest are not needed 
by many of those who have tuber- 
culosis and, in some cases, May 
actually be harmful. And, of 
course, those who have tubercu- 
losis germs in their sputum must 
be separated from well people, and 
especially from infants and chil-

Such a responsibility is 
so far-reaching, so tremendous in 
its implications, that it cannot be 
regarded lightly.

hope. West did take the trick; 
then he cashed the spade queen 
and led the heart nine. 


East ducked this time and it 
would have been an excellent idea 
for South to do likewise, but he 
won with the jack. Now, forced 
to lead a club or a diamond, he 
chose the diamond king. West 
won and boldly laid down the club 
king, his idea, of course, being to 
establish a possible entry in his 
partner’s hand if East had the 
club queen.
